feels his. ministry has 
managed to pinpoint many 
of the problems that have 
existed at the Deloro site for 
many years. He felt the 
appointment of Chris Ram 
shaw, the full-time managers 
of the site, was a major step 
forward that would even 
tually result in the solving of 
the problem, although no 
firm time was given for 
implementation of whatever 
cleanup method would be 
used, 

The cottagers living a 
round Moira Lake listened 
attentively as Mr. Owen 
outlined the various steps 
that contribute to the 


blooming of algae in the- 


lake and why that bloom 
seemed to be especially 
heavy this year. Phosphor 
ous is the major contributor 
to this problem and, while 
the sewage treatment plant 
does produce a_ limited 


amount of phosphorous..be 


felt it was no longer the 
major contributor. 

When it was suggested 
that the cottagers might be 
the major problem now, M1 
Owen replied in the nega 
tive stating that he felt the 
natural means of phosphor 
ous production, the weeds 
themselves, was probably 
the major problem now. He 
told the cottagers of exten 
sive surveys done on other 
lakes that showed inconclu 
sive results. The surveys 
would show approximately 
20 per cent of the cottagers 
would not be polluting. 70 
per cent may be affecting 
pollution and 10 per cent 
would- definitely be pol 
luting 

The cottagers seemed to 
accept this explanation, but 
they raised another point 
about the high levels of 
algae bloom in the lake this 
summer. It was generally 
conceded by everyone that 
the lake was 12 to 14 inches 
higher than normal this 
summer, which many felt 
could have been used to 
flush out the lake by 
removing a log or two from 
the dam at the lower end of 
the lake. The problem with 
this plan, as the cottagers 
had found out, was contact: 
ing the Moira River Conser: 
vation Authority to have the 
logs removed. They felt it 
took much too long and 
would normally result in the 
logs being removed about 
the time the lake returned to 
its normal level, thus 
causing the lake to be lower 
than normal at a critical 
time of the summer. 

Glenn Franks. Reeve of 
Huntingdon Township, de- 


fended the Moira River: 


Conservation Authority on 
this topic, assuring the 
cottagers that the authority 
would probably do every- 


thing in its power to assist 
with this problem if con 
tacted by the cottagers’ 
association, He felt the 
cottagers would get better 
results if they first con 
tacted Huntingdon Council 
who would in turn relay the 
message through thei re 
presentative on the author 
ty 

Mr. Owen cautioned the 
cottagers on this planned 
“flushing of the lake. He 
advised uomay create rare 
problems than it would 
solve. “The lowering of the 
water fevel could produce 
more sunlight on the plant 
growth in the lake which 
could result in a large: 
bloom and a worsening of 
the problem. He thought 
there was no really rehable 
method of quickly lowenng 
the level of plant growth in 
the lake 

Mr. Owen did concede 
one point concerning the 


arsenic levels leaching from 
Peloro ito the Rfoira River 


system, In relating the 
background of the companys 
pullout at Deloro and the 
subsequent takeover by the 
Ministry of the Environ 
ment, Mr. Owen stated that 
without operation of the 
treatment facilities, the 
level of arsenic leaching inte 
the system could become 
“catastrophic 

He told the cottagers that 
the ministry was now 16 
control of the site and that 
they were now aiming ( 
bring the Caching of arsenic 
down to acceptable ministrs 
levels, adding that studies 
were now being done for 
both long-term and = short 
term methods of imple 
menting the leaching con 
trols. He felt the long-term 
methods of control may rule 
themselves out because of 
the large amounts of money 
that would be spent yearly 
while a large amount of 
money spent in one short 


‘ term project might solve the 


problem to everyone's satis 
faction. 

The ministry's major ac 
complishment since taking 
over ‘the ‘site - was the 
damming of the river until 
the bed dried up in the 
Deloro site so the ministry 
could pinpoint the areas of 
arsenic leaching into the 
river and eventually remove 
the contaminated material 
from the site. He added that 
more studiés would be done 
over the next few months to 
determine. exactly what 
would be done on the site by 
the ministry. Their object 
tive, he said, was the total 
securement of the site from 
arsenic waste, but that it 
was a long, expensive road.

The Worle War Il years at 
RCAF Trenton will be 
celebrated again on 
Saturday, September 12 
when a squadron of aircraft 
representing the. Canadian 
Warplane Heritage of 
Hamilton, Ontario will ap- 
pear as part of the Golden 
Anniversary Airshow. , 

Scheduled to fly at what 
promises to be the largest 
gathering of vintage and 
modern-day aircraft in 
Canada will be a formation 
of three Harvards, a T-6 
Texan, T-34 Mentor, Chip- 
munk, P-51 Mustang, 
Avenger, Corsair, Tiger 
Moth, Anson, Fleet Finch, 
Auster and the well known 
B-25 Mitchell Bomber. 

It was in September 1941 
that Dennis Bradley and 
Alan Ness discovered a 
World War Il Fairey Firefly 
aircraft behind a forgotten 
hangar in a Georgia corn- 
field. Dennis and Alan 
spent several months and 
$66,000 restoring it. Once 
they go it into the air and 
flying, they decided that 
gimilar planes from the 
World War Hl era should not 
be allowed to disappear 


from the skies forever. The 


_ restoration job on the 


Firefly instilled in these two 
men the ambition to find 
and restore other airplanes 
flown by Canadians during 
the World War Il and to 
create a flying museum for 
them. 

In 1973 Jimmy Vernon, 
John ‘Scruffy’ Weir, and a 
handful of aviation ,en- 
thusiasts banded together 
to form the Canadian 
Warplane Heritage and 
since that time, the group 
has flown and thrilled 
audiences across Canada 
and the United States. Alan 
Ness and his Fairey Firefly 
were lost in a tragic accident 
at the CNE Airshow. in 
Toronto several years ago 
but the group has carried on 
the task and the traditjon 
that he helped to formulate 
in the early seventies.

The National Aeronauti- 
cal Collection's Nieuport 17 
is an exact reproduction of 
this famous French World 
War I aircraft and it is 
powered with an original 
110 h.p. LeRhone rotary 
engine.

The federal government 
should declare a ‘‘total 
moratorium’ on the crea- 
tion of new farm Marketing 
‘ Boards that have supply 
management powers, ac- 
. cording to the President of 
the Grocery Products Manu- 
facturers of Canada. 

George Fleischmann, 
speaking at a conference on 
government regulations 
sponsored by the Economic 
Council of Canada, said 
boards with supply manage- 
ment powers, which enable 
them to-control supply as 
well as set prices, force food 
processors to pay “‘substan- 
tially higher prices for 
agricultural raw products.” 
In turn, these higher costs 
must be passed on to 
consumers. He challenged 
the federal government to 
act on the Economic Coun- 
cil's recommendations, 
which include loosening of 
quotas in order to stimulate 
production. 

Mr. Fleischmann said 
marketing boards serve a 
useful purpose when they 
‘act as a union for primary 
producers."’ But when they 
not only negotiate prices, 
but also determine supply, 
‘the public interest is 


poorly served.” 

Mr. Fleischmann criti 
cized the practice by which 
the production quotas which 
supply managemicent-type 
marketing boards give to 
individual farmers, take on 
a value of their own and can 
be sold. 

“It does not seem to me 
to be economically sound 
that a quota, a permission to 
produce, should inherently 
have any economic value 
whatsoever. A quota contri- 
butes nothing to the ability 
of a farm to produce. Yet, 
the capitalization of quotas 
poses serious barriers to the 
entry of new producers into 
the agri-food system,”’ Mr. 
Fleischmann said. 

“The idea of destroying 
crops or animals or milk in 


order to maintain artificial . 


price levels is something 


that is morally offensive to” 


most Canadians.”’ 

Mr. Fleischmann said his 
organization supported 
most of the conclusions of 
the Economic Council of 
Canada in its recent study of 
marketing boards, which it 
conducted in connection 
with a review of the impact 
of government regulations 
on the Canadian economy. 


OFA takes economic 


crisis intoown hands 


The Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture (OFA) is taking 
the economic crisis facing 
farmers into its own hands. 
Tired of government half- 
measures, OFA is forming 
an independent task force to 
find solutions to farmers’ 
financia] problems. 

OFA’ President Ralph 
Barrie said farmers can't go 
‘on ‘lurching from one crisis 
to another’. High interest 
rates and low commodity 
prices are expected to drive 


many farmers off their 
farms this fall. OFA pre 
dicts the situation will 


worsen over the winter, 
The emergency task force 
will look at interest rates, 
commodity prices, and the 
agriculture in 
need to 
Barrie 


future of 
Ontario. “‘We 
search for stability,” 
said. 

The task force will report 
its conclusions and suggest 
solutions to the OFA by the 
end of November. 

It will be made up of 
prominent farm leaders, as 
well as consumer and bank 
representatives. They will 
hold hearings for several 
days in a number of centres 
across Ontario. Farm 
groups, marketing boards, 


and any concerned member 
of the public will be invited 
to speak at the hearings. 

Barrie said farmers have 
to take the initiative and 
find solutions for. their 
industry. ‘Things just get 
bogged down when govern- 
ment buréaucracy gets in- 
volved."" * 

The task force hopes to 
ensure a stable future for 
agriculture. OFa will take 
othey action to help farmers 
who need immediate finan 
cial help. 

It will; be putting in- 
creased pressure on govern 
ments to provide farmers 
with short-term relief right 
away 

OFA will push the pro- 
vince to. give 
interest rates to all farmers 
and low cost, guaranteed 
loans to those who are about 
to lose their farms. Other 
provinces provide similar 
programs. >

The answer to this ques- 
tion may be found in your 
alfalfa fertilizer program. 
Potassium, magnesium and 
boron are three nutrients 
that should concern you as 
an alfalfa grower. 
levels of these nutrients in 
your soil or plant's may lead 
to crop production and 
livestock feeding problems. 

A group of central Ontar- 
jo farmers used two advi- 
sory services of the Ministry 
of Agriculture and Food and 
the University of Guelph ‘to 
guide them in their alfalfa 
fertilizer. programs. Soil 
samples and alfalfa plant 
samples from first and 
second- cut alfalfa crops 
were submitted to the Soil 
Testing and Plant Analysis

And yes. even Gor- 
don Hill of Varna, who was 
president from about 1957 
and 1960 

He was young and out- 
spoken even then, a man 
not afraid to voice his 
opinion and take his lumps 
when they came. His 
experience with the union, 
no doult, gave him plenty 
of training for his later years 
as president of the federa 
tion of agriculture. 

Back in the late ‘60s, the 
union was a voice to reckon 
with 

The farmers union de 
monstrated a militant atti-' 
tude in carrying out the 
wishes of its members. In 
April of 1965, more than 
2°000 members marched on 
Ottawa demanding better 
farm prices. A year later, 
than 1,500 union 
members paraded to 
Queen's Park. That same 
year, the farmers’ union 
organized tractor parades to 
emphasize farmers’ 
demands. 

A mammoth march on 
Ottawa was organized in 
1967 and tractors clogged 
roads all across Ontario and 


even into Quebec as farmers 
wok to the highways to 
bring their plight forcibly in 
front of the public. 

What gave he oes 
great clout in those days 
was the women's branch 
with such stalwarts as 
president as Mrs. Arnold 
Bain of Grand Valley, Mfs. 
George Prosser of Black- 
stock, Mrs. Harold Hopkins 
of Fenelon Falls, Mrs. 
George Williams of Stirling 
‘and Mrs. Michael Opsitnik 
of Pontypool. 

The Ontario chapter of 
what is now known as the 
National Farmers’ Union 
seems to be in its death 
throes. A few attempts to 
revive it are being made but 
few people believe it will be 
resurrected. Blame is being 
cast in the direction of Roy 
“Big Red'* Atkinson, the 
portly westerner who was 
national president for half a 
decade. 


Those who should know 
are saying that Atkinson 
used the farmers’ union - 
and the -membership’s 
money - aS @ means to 
further his own political 
power and prestige. They 
accuse him of bankrupting 
the union by abusing his 
power and prestige. 


I'm not sure it is all that 
simple. The union would not 
have allowed it had the 
membership been on its 
toes. 


When the federation of 
agriculture went from .a 
loose organization of 
federated farm interests to 
individual memberships, 
the union began losing 
members. At no time did 
the union ever divulge 
actual membership but I can 
recall being unable to refute 
Walter Miller when he said 
the union had 16,000 
paid-up members in 


Students all-done 


Two popular summer 
work programs are finished 
after another successful 
summer in Ontario. 

Agricrew finished August 
14 and the Junior Agricul- 
turalist program ended 
August 22. Provincial 
supervisors for both youth 
programs say 1981 was the 
best summer ever. 

Agricrew supervisor 
Mary Ann Yaromich says 
her 54 crews of student 
workers were kept busy all 
season. 

“The response was teally 
good,’ she says. ‘‘Farmers 
booked crews in advance 
compared to last year, when 
a farmer would phone on 
Monday to get a crew on 
Wednesday." 

This was Agricrew’s third 
summer, province-wide, 
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and it fulfilled its goals for 
both students and farmers. 
says Miss Yaromich. 

Students were able to 
work in a group on a variety 
of jobs, meet new people 
every day, and see different 
types of farms. Farmers 
could get four-person work 
crews to help with odd jobs 
or seasonal harvest for $90 
per day. 

Agricrew employed 238 
full-time workers and 100 
part-time replacements. 
Their jobs included haying, 
putting in straw, clearing 
land, picking stones, hocing 
weeds, cutting suckers, 
fencing, thinning peaches, 
and some tobacco work. 


The Junior Agriculturalist - 


program enjoyed its ninth 
successful year. Provincial 
supervisor Karen Warner 
says 162 of the 180 
teenagers (90 per cent) who 
started for work terms June 
22, completed the full nine 
weeks. 

The sixteen and 
seventeen-year-olds spent 
the summer learning about 
agricultyre as part of 
working farm fafnilies. 
Many want to enter agricul- 
ture-related courses even: 
tually, says Miss Warner. 
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Ontario. Delmar Bennett 
was another exceptionally 
strong union leader th: 1, 
as a farm writer, could not 
argue with. They were both 
just too good as leaders to 
get pinned down by a 
journalist. 

I suggested the union will 
soon die in Ontario and 
across Canada except, per- 
haps, in Saskatchewan. | 
have nothing to base this 
assumption on except its 
ineffectiveness.

Last week I dealt a bit 
with wg i age about 
must admit to a possible 
misunderstanding of what 
‘was intended about mutton. 
In my book, any sheep over 
.the age of ten to twelve 
months at the most should 
be classed as mutton, not as 
one or two people seem to 
think I meant: aged rams 
and ewes. A ewe that does 
not show potential at the 
age of one year or therea- 
bouts makes choice mutton 
and is of a solider texture 
than lamb. Also in this class 
would fall the castrated 
sheep. 

Fall is fast approaching 
(darnit). Planning for eradi- 
cation of parasites should 
now be thought about. 
Maybe you don't have a 
problem, but it would not 


yom hurt to check. 


It is no great problem or 
expense to collect stool 
samples and have them 
analyzed by your veterinari- 
an. If negative, you're 
laughing. If positive, now is 
the time to start. Most, but 
not all worms are winter 
killed on pastures, hurrah. 
The problem is they will 
winter in your facilities and 
in your sheep, Not only will 
this have a debilitating 
effect onthe sheep but, also 
a greater effect on your 
spring lamb crop. So, if a 
program is started now, by 
the time lambing starts the 
pests should be under 
control. 

If your do not practise 
regular worming, it might 
be worthwhile to consider 
regular sampling and analy- 
sis. For myself, 1 don't 
believe inf any medication 
unless it is warranted. 1 do 
feel that a fall analysis and 
worming is in this category.

This may be 
checked inside the mouth, 
inside eye lids, membranes 
of the anus or vulva. 
Anemic animals upon exa- 
mination will be from a pale 
pinkish color to chalky white 
depending on severity. 

Bottlejaw, a large swell- 
ing of the lower jaw, is fairly 
prevalent in stomach worm 
infections. Diarrhoea. may 
be present as well, but not 
necessarily. Loss of appe- 
tite, low milk production 
and any deviation from the 
norm can be a_ possible 
internal parasite problem. 
Again a word of caution, if 
you're not certain consult a 
veterinarian, 

There are other causes for 
unthriftiness and there is no 
point in making matters 
worse by giving the wrong 
thing.

Beef Cattle Assistance 'Pro- 
grams - Recently the Ontar- 
jo Government announced 
two programs designed to 
financially assist beef cattle 
producers due to low 
returns in the industry 
during 1980. The programs 
are aimed at two segments 
of the beef cattle industry — 
the finishing operator sell- 
ing finished cattle for 
slaughter, and the stocker 


, operator who buys stockers 


and sells them later to a 
feedlot operator for finish- 
ing 

To be eligible for either 
program the applicant must 
sel] a minimum of ten head 
during 1980. The finished or 
slaughter cattle program 
requires that the cattle sold 
for slaughter be graded A, 


B. or C. Many livestock 
ers will be unaware 
of the grade, depending 
the method of sale. How- 
ever, most cattle sold for 
slaughter in the range of 
500 Ibs. and over, will fall in 
these grade categories — 
dairy, beef, and heavy 
grain-fed butcher calves as 
well. Mature cows and bulls 
will not qualify. Cattle must 
be owned by applicant for at 
least 60 days prior to 
slaughter to be eligible. 
Purchase and sales receipts 
must accompany the appli- 
cation. The amount of grant 


is $40 for each qualifying . 


animal under this program. 

The stocker cattle pro- 
gram requires that the 
applicant purchase the cat- 
tle as calves and feed them 
for at least 150 days before 
selling them for finishing. 
The calves must weigh at 
least 600 Ibs. when sold. 
The calves may be pur- 
chased out of province or in 
Ontario as long as they meet 
these qualifications. The 
amount of the grant for the 
stocker cattle program is 
$20 per head for each 
eligible animal. Application 
forms are available through 
the offices of the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food. The 
final date for application for 
both programs is November 
$0. 1981. 


Seed Winter Wheat Early— 
Statistics indicate that there 
are approximately 6,000 


acres of winter wheat grown 
in Northumberland County - 
a small acreage compared to 
the counties of southwes- 
tern Ontario. Nevertheless, 
winter wheat does fit in as a 
cash crop on a number of 
farms in the area. : 

Yields vary with the year 
but tend to average around 
42 to 44 bushels to the acre, 
although some growers 
achieve considerably higher 
yields than this. One of the 
factors which has a major 
influence on yield in winter- 
kill. Early sowing and a 
good fertility program re- 
duce the risk of winterkill. 
Winter wheat should be 
seeded to allow sufficient 
top growth to develop 
before freeze:up. Normally 
this is around the middle of 
September for best results. 
The fertility requirements 
can best be determined 
through a soil test. If this is 
not available an 8-32-16 
fertilizer at 150-200 Ibs. per 
acre should be adequate on 
most heavy to medium 
textured soils. Lighter soils 
may require more potas- 
_sium, depending on the past 
fertility, program. 


If wheat follows a legume 
crop such as alfalfa nitrogen 
will not be required. If not, 
an early spring application 
of nitrogen will be needed. 
The recommendation is for 
approximately 80 Ibs. of 
nitrogen in total per acre. 

-The varieties fecom- 


mended for this area this 
year. include new varieties 
Favour and Gordon. Gordon 
seed may not be availabic. 
Other varieties recom- 
mended are the standard 
Yorkstar and Fretierick.

A split second delay 
can mean the difference 
between a stone staying in 
the field and a stone causing 
damage to expensive 
machinery.

Most defoliating insects 
are readily controlled with 
contact or systemic insecti- 
cides. With the exception of 
the leaf miners, removal of 
insects by mechanical 
means, i.e. hand picking, 
high pressure water sprays, 
can also be fairly 
readily carried out

Silo gas problems not solved 


The silo filling season is 
here and Agriculture Cana- 
da researchers, after nearly 
two years of study are still 
unable to recommend fail- 


safe procedures for poten. 
tially lethal silo gas. 

Silo gas, or nitrogen 
dioxide, has caused a 
number of deaths in Ontario 
in the last few years and 
many more farmers have 
suffered irreparable lung 
damage as a result of being 
exposed to small concentra- 
tions of the gas. The gas is 
produced as a by-product of 
the fermentation process 
that takes place once 
haylage or corn ensilage is 
placed in the silo. Often the 
gas can be detected by its 
acrid, acidic odor and may 


be visible as yellowish 
brown furmes. Carbon diox- 
ide is another gas given off 
during fermentation. 
Owing to the fact that silo 
gas is 50 per cent heavier 
than air, it will settle on the 
ensilage surface. There is 
also a danger of the gas 
contaminating feed rooms 
and barn areas. The basic 
design of the tower silo 
increases the hazards posed 
by the gas, under ideal 
conditions it is often diffi- 
cult for a person to enter or 
exit from a silo. This 
accesability factor interferes 
with safety procedures that 
would normally apply. 
Agriculture Canada’s re- 
searchers are studying two 
areas that may help remove 


much of the danger asso 
ciated with the gas. Studies 
arc now being condacted 
into the feasibility of using 
the ensilage blower as a 
means of ventilating the 
interior. Preliminary 
studies into the use 
flexible tube on the end of 
the blower pipe appear to be 
encouraging. 

Gas detection equipment 
is another area that is being 
studied. While detection 
equipment is available for 
nitrogen dioxide, owing to 
the diversity of gases given 
off during the fermentation 
process and the danger 
posed to anyone trying to 
retrieve samples from the 
silo environment, research. 
ers are reluctant to recom

equipment without further 
study. 

As more information on 


silo gas becomes available, 
researchers are slowly put 
ting the pieces together for 
the complex puzzle created 
by the gas. It now appears 
that there is no one simple 
solution to the problem. 
instead it appears that a 
farmer's only protection 
from the toxic gas is to 
follow a series of safety 
procedures and to make 
certain that he always errs 
on the safe side. 

Researchers offer the 
following suggestions to 
reduce and/or eliminate the 
danger of silo gas: 

1. Silo gas can form 
within hours: of the silo 
being filled, if at all 
possible, keep everyone 
clear of the silo for at least 
three weeks after filling. 
After this period of time, 
run the ensilage blower for 
20 to $0 minutes prior to 
entry. 

2. Silo feed rooms should 
be sealed off and ventilated 
for the three-week period. 

5. Avoid harvesting crops 
immediately after-a rainfall. 


Crops damaged by hail or 


frost should be harvested as 
quickly as possible 

4. To reduce the amount 
of nitrates in the silage, cut 
the plant material higher 
than normal. Excess ni 
trates are stored in’ the 
lower stalk area 

5. A properly adjusted 
silo distributor will ensure 
uniform distribution and 
eliminates the need for 
anyone to enter the 
after filling 

6. Silo gas may be visible 
as a yellowish brown gas 
and have a bleach-like odor 
Throat irritation and cough

7. Wf -for any

Evergreen care tips 


In September, you snouiu 
be thinking about your 
evergreens - both preparing 
old ones for winter and 
planting new ones. 

Established evergreens 
need thorough waterings in 
early September, and you 
should plant new ever- 
greens from September to 
early October, says Bob 
Fleming, horticulturist at 
the Horticultu R. 
Institute of “Ontario, Vine- 
land, : 

Previously, ‘people were 
encouraged to water ever- 
greens just before freeze-up 
to’ avoid winter. damage, 
says Mr. Fleming. But 
recent research shows that 
plants watered thoroughly 
in late August and Septem. 
ber suffer less winter injury 
than plants that don't get 
water until late fall. 

Before putting in the new 
plants, prepare the soil 
carefully, adding organic 
matter if the soil is too 
sandy or too hard. Water 
well at planting time and 
keep the evergreens moist 
to a depth of 15 to 20 
centimetres {six to eight 
inches) until freeze-up.

Dear Sir: ~~ 

More engineers should 
write more articles (and 
letters) more often. The 
article by R.C. Quittenton, 
PEng (August 26/81) on 
radiation should dispel 
some of the myths and fears 
about uranium mining, nu- 
clear reactor operation. and 
radioactive waste disposal 
that have kept many rfesi- 
dents of Hastings County - 
and elsewhere in Ontario - 
busy for several years. 

The Good Lord saw fit to 
place uranium in the rocks 
below Faraday Township. 
So isn’t it reasonable that 
these same rocks would or 
could be a rather safe place 
to store radioactive waste 
material? 

As Buckminster Fuller 
said, ‘‘Pollution (garbage 
and waste) is only a 
resource that we haven't 
utilized yet.’’ What is 
radioactive waste today 
may, and no doubt will be, a 
rathér important resource of 
the future. 

At the federal level, we 
should not be selling reac- 
tors or uranium, but the 
‘finished, manufactured” 
produce —i.e. electricity. 

That way, Canadians are 
responsible for the use 
made of the uranium and 
the safe operation of the 
reactor (the Candu is the 
safest); as well as safe 
storage and future use(s) of 
the by‘products—the  so- 
called waste. (Note “‘stor-

age’’, not “‘disposal’’). 

. Perhaps there is suffi- 
cient. wind and sun at the 
top of Mount Moriah to heat 
a residence, but since I 
cannot use wood heat at 45 
Durham St. 5., I shall be 
forced to use cheap, effi- 
cient electricity. (My largest 
hydro bill in 1980/81 for all 
electricity used was $45 for 
two months for a one- 
bedroom apartment). With 
more Candu reactors, elec- 
tricity would be even 
cheaper and there would be 
a larger, although perhaps 
of different species, harvest 
of fish from ,the lakes and 
rivers where the reactors 
are located.

dangerous man in -the 
world’’ (R.J. Needham, 
summer “81), perhaps it’s 
as well I wasn't hired. But it 
illustrates why we should 
retain control of our radioac- 
tive materials, including our 
radioactive wastes. 

It perhaps is a myth that 
engineers can design what 
is best for all of the peopie 
all of the time. However, it 
is no myth that engineers 
can design what is best for 
most of the people most of 
the time. The problem lies 
in waiting for most of the 


people to decide what is 
‘best for them, or convincing 
them what would be best for 
them. 

It also is no myth that the 
Candu reactors can be 
operated safely and that the 
‘twasté’’ materials from 
these reactors can be stored 
safely. Hastings County 
could have used this valua- 
ble resource of the future.

There have been many 
instances in my long and 
questionable career when 
disaster has befallen me 
with dramatic suddenness, 
some of which I can recall 
with sgme vividness, while 
others are merely hearsay, 
brought back to my memory 
by friends and members of 
the family. 

One such incident, of 
which I confess I have no 
active recollection, 
when I was a very little boy 
and | was sent home from 
school because I had a 
regrettable though unavoid- 
able accident in my pants.

the time,-1 don't doubt that - 


my mother found it all 
slightly embarrassing, ¢s- 
pecially as she was in the 


‘same bridge club as the 


objectionable teacher, who 
incidentally had a mouth 
like the Ausable Chasm. 
And you know how these 
bridge clubs are for gossip. 
But all this only goes to 
convince me that I have the 
sort of stomach that rebels 
in certain circumstances, a 
fact that has been proved to 
me over and over agam 
throughout my lifestyle 
For instance, when I am 


was 


in a nervous situation, when 
I can see that things are not 
going precisely the way I 
would have liked them to 
proceed, my stomach be- 
gins to react, and according 
to the severity of the event 
my stomach will give vent to 
its feelings in a “most 
disagreeable manner. 

if you get my drift. 

Now this might be an 
indelicate subject to bring to 
light, but I have to tell you 
how I first came into contact 
with an angry enemy during 
the war and the effect such 
an encounter had upon my 
stomach, which I had 
warned you does a double 
somersault under trying 
circumstances and leaves 
me in a position where I am 
quite unable to act ih a 
normal manner due to my 
stomach exploding, filling 
whatever I happen to be 
wearing in the place of 
pants. 

Because you see the time 
I came across the angry 
enemy my stomach did the 
same to me as it did that 
depressing occasion in the 


. classroom. 


It was a cold, dark night 
in-France during the early 
days of the war, and I was 
riding a motor cycle ahead 
of a convoy of three ton 
vehicles all loaded with 
ammunition of all kinds, 
shells and hand grenades 
and a host of ‘ equally 


’ offensive articles which 


were required for the 
successful pursuit of hostili 
ties 

Then suddenly, as we 
were approaching a small 
village, there came a 
frightful screaming and 
hissing and out of the blue 
came a sickening succession 
of German Messerschmitts 
tearing towards us aiming 


The incidences of passing 
sround colds and fiu 
germs among family mem- 


bers are believed to be fewer - 


with families using dish- 
washers. Higher water tem- 
peratures and strong de- 
tergents get the credit 


real bullets and glaring at 
us with a frigid animosity 
that was quite unmistak- 
abie. 

There came this nausea- 
ting moment when my 
stomach stood on its head 
and then it spilled over and 
the damage was done. 

Just like the classroom 
with that deplorable teach- 
er.

Now it was pretty cold 
that winter and we were all 
wearing those long johns, as 
we used to call them, like 
Jack Johnson's, with that 
convenient little trap door at 
the back for obvious rea-

deficient in all items of 
clothing and weaponry, and 
we had all been issued one

But here were my long 
johns irreparably damaged 
in one fell swoop and no 
means of replacing them.

- SHEPHERD'S 
NOOK 


BY KEN YARROW 


Parasites need to be 
controlled through proper 
sanitation methods and 
feeding. Clean lounging 
areas and proper feed racks 
will probably help as much 
as medication. Rotation of 
feeding ground during pas- 
ture season for approxi- 
mately four weeks at a time 
greatly assists medication in 
breaking hatching and rein- 
fection cycles. 

Stomach worms are ap- 
proximately one inch long 
and red and white in color. 
Average cycle of these is 
about 21 days from time of 
laying eggs in stomach, 
being excreted in manure, 
hatching of egg into larvae 
and. being ingested by 
sheep from grass. Adult 
worms exist in stomach for 
many months producing 
thousands of eggs. These 
eggs are excreted daily 
thereby ensuring a steady 
supply of new ‘recruits, 
There are four major wea- 
pons available against these 
money suckers: sanitation, 
revolving feed areas, medi- 
cation and cold. 

Indications are: small 
amount of hard manure, 
weakness, anemia, bottle- 
jaw, scruffiness. This is one 
of the most common types 
found and due to its 
inability to survive freezing, 
oné of the easiest to control. 
Before returning flock to 
spring pasture it might be 
wise to recheck to avoid 
recontamination if a few 
have managed to survive. 
Next week I will try to wrap 
up the different varieties up 
and follow with a brief 
summary of medication 
available.

Committee formed to bring pool to Madoc 


A well-attended meeting 
at the Madoc Town Hall on 
Wednesday night showed 
unanimous support for the 
building of a swimming pool 
in Madoc, although the size, 
location and cost of the 
facility have not been 
decided yet. A committee 
was chosen from volunteers 
to look into more of the 
details of building and 
maintaining a pool in the 
village. 

it appears that the pool 
may become a necessity for 
the village as the present 
pool at Campkin’s Camp Inn 
on the Quin-Mo-Lac Road 
will not always be available 
for the swim program as it 
has been for the past 
several years. During that 
time, the swim program has 
grown from 55 in the first 
year to 161 this year. J amie

This would mean 
that the depth and length of 
the pool would have to be 
considered in detail before 
the building began. 

But well before the 
building begins, there are 
several other problems 
facing the committee. Loca- 
tion will be a major problem 
as several sites are available 
although attendant pro- 
blems also exist with some 
of these ‘sites. Included in a 
list discussed Wednesday 
night were the Whytock 
property (partially owned by 
the village in conjunction 
with the Moira River Con- 
servation Authority), the 
Cenotaph Park, the new 


arena property, the old 
arena property, the ball 
park property and it was 
even suggested that the 
pool might be built onto one 
or the other of the schools in 
the village with the possi 
bility of Board of Education 
assistance in the mainten- 
ance and upkeep of the 
pool, although the assem- 
blage was advised not to 
expect funds from the Board 
of Education toward the 
construction of the pool. 
Funding was another 
topic discussed at the 
meeting. lt must be decided 
whether government or 
lottery funding will be 
sought or whether the 
community or communities 
involved will undertake all 


of the fund raising them 
selves. The word communi 
ties is important when the 
number of participants in 
this year’s program is 
broken down. Of the 161 
participants, 63 came from 
the village, 45 came from 
Madoc Township, 31 came 
from Huntingdon Town 
ship, ten came from each of 
the village of Tweed and 
Stirling and two of the 
swimmers were visitors to 
the area. 

But the cost will be 
difficult to pinpoint until 
location and other facilities 
are settled. At one point, a 
sporting and museum com- 
plex was discussed with a 
pool, washrooms and

On tario slashes 


Despite the number of 
regulatory reforms already 
made, Ontario has decided 
to place continued emphasis 
upon regulatory reform and 
deregulation, Norm 
Sterling, Minister without 
Portfolio, announced. 

"We do not believe that 
all government regulation is 
unnecessary, he aid. 
“While regulations which 
offer needed protection for 
the public are essential, we 
are committed to 
eliminating unnecessary re- 
gulations, and to stream- 
lining the whole regulatory 
process’’. 

The Ontario regulatory 
reform program began 
three years ago. All 
ministries have enacted 
plans to simplify both: the 
internal rules and  pro- 
cedures and those regula- 
tions which affect the 
private sector, 

Sterling, the minister 
responsible for regulatory 
feform, also stated that the 
Government is continuing 
and expanding its program 
to improve public access to 
government information. 

The Minister said the 


regulatory reform program 
has resulted in a number of 
significant achievements. 
As governments are often 
criticised for the in- 
efficiencies and cost, he 
added, it was important to 
let people know their 
criticisms are being con- 
sidered. 

Reviewing some of the 
achievements, Sterling 
pointed to a number of 
reforms recently initiated by 


the Ministry of Revenue. ~« 


For example, the abolish- 
ment of the requirements 
for unregistered corporate 
liens will result in savings to 
the taxpayer totalling $1.25 
million annually. In addi- 
tion, the elimination of 95 
separate regulations, and 
the reduction in the paper 
burden and compliance 
costs related to the require- 
ments of the ministry has 


greatly assisted small* 
businessmen. 
“Tam particularly 


pleased by the amendments 
to the record * retention 
regulations, which will help 
over 250,000 small 
businessmen,” he added. 
Time periods for manda- 


rules 


tory retention of a number 
of records in the private 
sector have been reduced 
significantly and, ghe re- 
quirement of the retention 
of certain classes of docu- 
ments has been eliminated. 

The minister said Ontario 
is examining the possibility 
of greater self-regulation for 
various government- 
regulated occupations and 
professioris. 

In this area, I am 
confident that government 
involvement can be de- 
creased without a reduction 
in consumer protection’’, 
Sterling added. 

In the next few weeks this’ 
paper will carry a series of 
articles on regulatory: re- 
form program, They will 
examine specific areas, 
such as government tele- 
phone service, .licensing, 
agriculture regulations, and 
administrative streamlining 
and say how each of these 
reforms will directly benefit 
and assist individual tax- 
payers.

Consider triticale 


Triticale will soon be a 
high yielding feed alterna- 
tive to wheat in Ontario, 
maintains Dr. Vaino .Poysa, 
a University of Guelph crop 
scientist. . 

The only licensed variety 
of winter triticale in Cana- 
da, OAC Winti, is in the 
first year of seed increase. 
When it becomes available 
in 1981, it shows every sign 
of being an excellent and 
popular feed grain. 

‘‘Within 10 years, I 
foresee substantial amounts 
of winter triticale being 
grown in Ontario,”” says Dr. 
Paysa. 

In variety tests last year 
at 11 locationy across the 
province, OAC Wintri out- 
yielded Fredrick wheat by 
an average of 18 per cent. A 
farmer growing OAC Wintri 
for feed might expect about 
a 10 per cent yield increase 
over wheat. 

In -addition to higher 
yield, OAC Wintri will grow 
in areas further north, than 


wheat. It survived well last. 


winter in New Liskeard and 
Midhurst, and the emphasis 
of triticale research at 
Guelph is still-the improve- 
ment of winter survival. 
Currently, OAC Wintri is 
hardier than wheat but not 
as hardy as rye.

With the combination of 
good winter hardiness and 
higher yields than spring 
barley or oats, OAC Wintri 
may even challenge spring 
grains in some northern and 
western areas.

Crop Insurance . 
Commission of Ontario 


By L.L. Davies 

Each year following har- 
vest, the Crop. Insurance 
Commission collects yields 
from all crops which had 
insurance coverage that 
year. Last year the Crop 
Insurance Commission in- 
structed all agents record- 
ing yields to record the 
acreage tiled, partially tiled 
and not tiled. After carefully 
recording and -tabulating 
the. data, soybean acreage 
appeared to be the most 
adequately drained with 76 
per cent of the land tiled, 
18 per cent partially tiled 
and only 6 per cent not 
tiled. Winter wheat, white 
beans and colored beans 
were grown on land that 


' was 70 per cent systemati- 


cally tiled, 19 per cent 
partjally tiled and 11 per 
cent not tiled. Corn, a crop 
grown widely throughout 
the province, had 47 per 
cent of the crop grown on 
well-tiled land, 44 per cent 
on partially tiled, and only 9 
per cent planted on land 
that was not adequately 
drained. 

These results pleased 
crop insurance officials 
since they dispelled the 
theory that the majority of 
insured land was poorly 
drained.

She 
stopped eating long enough 
to gnaw at her front foot, 
trying to reach behind the 
fetlock joint with her teeth. 

It ht, perhaps, it was 
a pesky efly or a botfly, 
even a wasp. 

She finished her oats and 
headed back through the 
corral into the pasture.

until the mud flew. She 
rocked back and forth. 

My first thought 
was founder. A foundered 
horse can rarely be cured. 


it's an inflammation of the’ 
hoof and joints that can be 


extremely painful. I caught 
up to her and lifted a foot off 
the ground. No heat. A hot 
joint on a horse means 
trouble. It was cool. So were 
all the rest of them. 

She couldn't wait to get to 
the grass after being cooped 
up in the corral all night. 
Before letting her go, I 
listened with my head to her 
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intestines just in front of her 
hips. She did not sound like 
she had colic and a horse 
with colic will rarely cat. 
Next move: call the vet. 
He was baffied, too. He 
thought perhaps it could be 
some new kind of b 
bothering her, brought on 


by the crazy weather, the 
heat and the rain. 

We also gave her a shot, 
just in case it was a touch of 
colic. He prescribed a 
special bath with three 
tablespoons of potent skin 
antiseptic in two gallons of 
water. 


Pickling Pointers 


The zip in many winter 
meals is being prepared 
now ‘cause it's pickle-pack- 
ing time. These suggestions 
from food and nutrition 
specialists with the. Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food may help you avoid 
pickling problems. : 


if vinegar-preserved pic- 
kles are hollow, it may be 
due to too long a soaking 
period or a flaw in the 
cucumbers themselves. In 
fermented pickles, cured in 
salt brine, hollowness could 
be from incorrect propor: 
tions in the brine or letting 
them ferment at too high a 
temperature. 


‘Shrivelling can be the 
result of too much time 
between picking and pic- 
kling , too, strong a brine, too 
much vinegar or overcook- 
ing. 

Softness or slipperiness 
in pickles has many possible 
causes: not thoroughly 
scrubbing the vegetables, 


Use right ingredients 


Salt: Pure granulated salt is 
best (should not have any 
caking materials or iodine 
added). Can. be. pickling 
salt, “‘barrel’’ salt or 
“Kosher” salt. DO NOT 
USE free-running table salt 
‘as it contains non-caking 
materials that may interfere 
with fermentation during 
brining. It may cause 
cloudiness. lodized salt may 
darken the pickles. DO NOT 
USE ice cream salt or rock 
salt (they are not pure). 
Vinegars [4-6% Acidity): 
Cider or Malt - good aroma, 
good flavor,.may discolor 
pears, cauliflower and 
onions. “White use for 
pears, onions and cauliflow- 
er. % 4 
Use ful] strength, do not 
dilute. If flavor of pickles is 
too sharp, do not dilute 
vinegar. Instead, increase 
the sugar, use white vinegar 
for light colored pickles e.g. 
onions, and for pickles with

leaving blossom ends on the 
cucumbers or using ones 
that are over-ripe, too little 
salt or vinegar, not skim- 
ming scum off the brine 
each day, using mouldy 
garlic, mouldy spices or 
very hard water, or storing 
the filled jars in a warm 
area. 

Discoloration results if 
ground spices are used, if 
the whole ones are left in 
jars or water is very hard. 
“Cloudiness or a white 
sediment is good jn fer- 
mented pickles. kt proves 
the right action is taking 
place. With’ vinegar- 
preserved types, it's not a 
problem unless the pickles 
are mushy. It could be the 
result of using table rather 
than pickling salt, hard 
water or the growth of 
harmless bacteria. 

Never use brass, copper; 
iron, zinc or chipped enamel 
utensils in pickling. The 
action of vinegar on these 
metals could be dangerous. 


a distinctive flavor e.g. 
dills. Use special vinegars 
for special flavors. Blended 
vinegar is made by mixing 
half white vinegar with half 
cider vinegar. 

Sugar: Use granulated 
white sugar for light colored 
pickles. Some recipes may 
have brown sugar for flavor 
in darker pickles like chut- 
neys. 

Spices and Herbs: Use 
fresh herbs for the best 
flavor, Store in air-tight 
containers in dark, dry, cool 
places. Whole spices: left 
inside the jars of pickles and 
relishes will darken them. 

Water: Use soft water in 
brining. Boil hard water in a 
stainléss steel or uncracked, 
container for 15 
minutes. Remove from 
heat, cover, let sit for 24 
hours. Remove scum, slow- 
ly pour water from the 
container so sediment will 
not be disturbed. ;

to the Ontario Foodland 
Guidelines which were in- 
tended to protect agricul- 
tural lands 

There are good reasons 
for the parallel to foodland. 
Obviously we need farm- 
land to be fed. But it is 
becoming increasingly clear 
that we need wetlands to 
help ensure a steady, safe 


' supply of clean water, the 


staff of life. And we need 
wetlands also to keep the 
diversity of wildlife in 
Ontario, without which our 
province would be a less 
attractive and enjoyable 
place, 

The wetland discussion 
paper is full of good 
intentions on such mother- 
hood issues as clarifying 
which government agency is 
responsible for wetlands. 
getting on with an inventory 
of the wetlands that remain, 
and developing planning 
guidelines and incentives to 
encourage wetland protec- 
tion. But it is dreadfully 
short on specific sugges: 
tions despite the back- 
ground of a full year’s study 
by a special advisory group, 
and it tiptoes around such 
controversial issues as the 
effects of agricultural drains 


on wetlands. But at least it's 
a beginning.

SHEPHERD’S NOOK 


BY KEN YARROW : 


Last week we dealt with 
the stomach worm. This 
week I would like 0 
summarize on parasites in 
general. This does not mean 
that others are not as 
crucial. On the contrary. 
The stomach worm through 
treatment and freezing can 
be” fairly well controlled. 
Alas not all. 

Intestinal worms, can and 
do survive even. our 
Canadian ‘winters. Larvae 
passed in the manure lie 
dormant until spring sun- 
shine rejuvenates them. 
They are then ingested by 
the sheep and the cycle 
begins all over again. In 
order to clear a most 
important point here it must 
be noted that it is the eggs 
that are excreted, these 
develop into larvae and are 
ingested to reproduce. 
While ‘a small number of 
these one inch long 
characters do not present a 
problem, it is the multiplica- 
tion factor after about four 
weeks. 

With the increased num- 
bers comes the problem, 
thickening of the intestinal 
wall takes place, thus the 
bulk of nutrition is excreted. 
Foul smelling manure is, 
along with diarrhea, a sure 
sign of intestinal worms. 
There are a total of ten 
different types of intestinal 
worms, which may vary 
from the ones described 
here.

Tapeworms: Only two 
types - Flat, white three to 
four feet in length, again 
ingested with feed. May 
also = survive winter. 
Scouring and weakness 
most obvious signs of 
contaminated animals. 

Lung worms three 
varieties available - About 
four inches long “in the 
breathing tubes. Eggs are 
laid in tubes, coughed up, 
swallowed, . pass through 
intestine, hatched and ex- 
creted as larvae to be eaten 
and cause further or in- 
creased contamination. A 
portion of these may.survive 
freezing also. Main sign is 
persistent cough, possible 
pneumonia. 

Bot - mostly during fall 
and winter. Nose dragging 
or persistent rubbing a- 
gainst others may be an 
indication of nasal infection 
by the bot fly. During cold 
weather the maggots will lie 
giormant “in the nasal 
passage and hatch in the 


spring. 
Coccidiosis - Very contro- 
versial, an intestinal 


disease. Most serious pro- 
blem: in lambs, now this 
litle pest is lazy and 
multiplies within the sheep 
itself. It strips the gut of its 
lining, thickening the wall, 
thus producing scouring 
and, in some cases, blood 
will be excreted in the 
manure. Adult sheep may 
be host to these little 
buggers without apparent 
harm, but you better be- 
ware of the devastating 
harm to lambs infested by 
the parents. It takes 8 to 14 
‘days for a lamb to show 
scouring after infection, so 
don't confuse this with 
scouring from other causes. 
Now if you haven't sold 
your sheep already, and | 
hope I haven't discouraged 
anyone yet, there are 
proven. medications anc 
sanitation methods to solve 
our problem. I seem to keep 
saying next week all the 
time, well I'm saying it 
again. Next week some 
suggested meds, and some 
opinions as to degrees of 
Success and some precau- 
tions in their use.

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Play is free movement, 
activity, amusement, 
. participation, fun. 
Especially in the first five 


years of life, however, 
playing is learning. 
Children play to expand the 


senses. By secing, hearing. 
touching, smelling and 
tasting their play things - 
and often their playmates! - 
bits of information about 
their world are gathered. 

Play stimulates 
developing intelligence. It 
gives the child opportunities 
to exercise his mind by 
providing a constant flow of 
information for him to store, 
understand and oganize. 
The child learns to group 
things into categories, 
identify things that are alike 
and different. Along the 
way, the child develops 
language so that he can 
communicate the know- 
ledge he has +gained to 
others. 

Sometimes, play i is a form 
of communication using 
actions rather than words. 
Thrqugh playing ‘‘house’’ 
the child can demonstrate 
his understanding of the 
caretaking routine. 
Carrying a large toy while 
walking may be saying 
‘Look Mum, I'm_ strong 
enough to carry this’’. This 
muscle ‘strength and co- 
ordination has, no doubt, 
developed through playing. 

Play offers opportunities 
for expressing behaviors 
that may not be acceptable 
in other situations. For 
instance, we often refer to 
our ‘‘outside voices’’ as 
opposed to our quieter, less 
boisterous “inside voices’’.

Play types vary 


*BY CATHERINE MILLER 


Play helps children form 
social relationships. 
Through interaction with 
other children and adults 
the child learns about 
individual personalities, 
and the sorts of behaviors 
that will be tolerated by 
various people, and deve- 
lops strategies for resolving 
differences. For instance, 
what pleases Mum may not 
please Dad. Not only does 
the child have a chance to 
learn about how he sees 
others, but also how other 
people see him. The feed- 
back a child receives from 
his various social relation- 
ships helps him form an 
impression of himself - a 
self concept. Participation, 
conversation, 
and competition are among 


the social behaviors that’ 


may occur in play. 

A great deal of research 
attention has been paid to 
the types of social behaviors 
that children engage in 
play. Midred 
Parten has discovered. by 
observing the free play of 
nursery school children, 
that there are six quite 
precise developmental 
stages in play behavior. 
Unoccupied behavior 

Children do not -really 
play at all. They cither 
stand around the glance at 
others, or engage in aimless 
activities (eg. hair twirling, 
thumb sucking, rocking). 
Solitary play 

Children play alone with 
toys that are different from 
those used by other children 
within speaking distance. 
They make no attempt to 
interact with others. (eg.

Children spend most of 
their time watching others. 
They may make comments 
but do not attempt to join in.

Children play beside but 
not really with, ner 
children. They use the same 
toys in close proximity to 
others, yet in an indepen- 
dent way. {eg. Sarah, 
Michael and Jennifer are all 
seated at a small table doing 


a cut and paste activity; . 
they. are all drawing from : 


the collection of fabric and 
paper scraps in the centre of 
the table to make their 
creations). 

Associative play 

Children engage in rather 
disorganized play with other 
children. There is no assign- 
ment of roles or activities; 
individual children play in 
their own ways. (eg. a group 
of children’ at play in the: 
park, they seem to move 
from the swings to the slide 
to the jungle gym as a group 
- however, each child uses 
the equipment in his or her 
own way - jill is climbing 
the jungle gym, while 
Bobby swings from a bar by 
his arms). 

Co-operative Play 

Children engage in an 
organized form of play 
where leadership and other 
roles are assigned. The 
members of the group may 
co-operate in creating some 
project, dramatize some 
situation, or engage in some 
sort of co-ordinated enter- 
prise. (Eg. A group of 
children playing ‘‘hosptial’’ 
- each child assumes a role, 
such as doctor, nurse, 
patient, and a hospitaliza- 
tion experience is drama- 
tized).

Avoid Alfalfa Winterkill - 


. Alfalfa winterkill is one of 


the major concerns in alfalfa 
production and becomes 
particularly important 
where alfalfa is grown in 
pure stands. While much of 
the winterkill can be related 
to weather conditions dur- 
ing the winter months and 
carly spring, there are a 
number of management 
practices that growers can 
practise that will reduce the 
chances of winterkill. For 
alfalfa to survive during the 
winter period and start new 
growth, it must store @ 
reserve food supply in its 
root system during the early 
fall period. This food stored 
in the root system acts much 
like an antifreeze, making 


_ the root and crown resistant 
‘to low freezing tempera- 


tures. 
In order for these root 


reserves to be built up in the: 


root system, the alfalfa 
plant requires a rest period 
during the fall before the 
first killing frost. The time 
required is approximately 


four to six weeks, thus the > 


recommendation that alfalfa 
not be cut during the month 
of September. 

Similarly, late grazing in 
mid to late September or 
early October depletes the 
root reserves and adds to 
the chances of winterkill. If 
fall grazing is required. 
fields which are to be 
plowed up later in the year 
or in early spring should be 
grazed, leaving the remain- 
ing fields to develop their 
root systems. 

It has also been esta- 
blished that good top 

also aids in the 
survival of the alfalfa plant 
over the winter period. The 
top growth traps the snow 
which in turns acts as an 
insulation preventing se- 
vere freezing. 

Adequate fertility is « 
must if alfalfa is to survive. 
A soil test is the most 
accurate method availabie 
of determining the crop

needs. If a test has not been 
taken then application of 
0-20-20 at 220 kg per 
hectare on heavier soils or 
an 0-12-56 equivalent on 
lighter, sandier soils at the 
same rate is recommended. 
If the fields have not been 
on. a regular fertility pro- 
gram and two or three cuts 
have been taken these rates 
should be increased, parti- 
cularly potash. Fo most 
effective use of the fertilizer 
it should be applied in late 
August or early September 
so some will be available for 
plant use in the fall. 
However, only small a- 


mounts of each nutrient will . 
be taken up during the fall 
growth period and the 
remaining amounts will be 
‘ available for early growth 
development in the spring. 
Boron is sometimes defi- 
cient in the lighter soils 
throughout this area. If 
boron deficiency is a pro- 
blem, the application of 
approximately 20 Ibs. of 
commercial borax per acre 
every second year should 
correct the disorder. Boron 
is toxic .to crops such as 
peas, beans and small~- 
grains and should not be 
applied where these crops 


Drying herbs 


If you're trying to make 
less expensive meals more 
inviting, or cutting down on 
salt, or capturing thé true 
flavor of gourmet dishes, 
you know the value of 
herbs! 

Save money on these 
seasonings. If you have one 


or two herbs in the garden 


or have friends with more 
herbs than they can use, dry 
some yourself. 

Herbs used fresh can be 
picked any time, but for 
drying, food and nutrition 
specialists with the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food recommend waiting 
until the flowers are about 
to bloom. Harvest them 
early in the morning, after 
the dew has gone, but 
before the sun gets too hot. 
Select the best leaves on 
tender stems, rinse them in 
cold water and drain them 


thoroughly. 
Thicker leaved herbs, like 
sage, thyme, savory and 


parsley. are easily dried by * 
tying the stalks in small 
bouquets and hanging them 
in a warm, ventilated, dry, 
dark place. Most basements 
are too damp or dusty for 
successful drying. Instead, 
hang them in a cupboard or 
closet. If the herb bouquet 
is suspended mside a paper 
bag, leaves will be protect- 
ed, but they need air 
circulation. Cut holes in the 


Tender leaved herbs in- 
cluding mint, basil, dill 
weed and tarragon need 
quick. drying to prevent 
mould. Spread, without 
overlapping, clean top qua- 
lity leaves on paper towels.

indications are that North 
American corn prod.cers 
could harvest one of the 
largest, if not the largest, 
corn crop on record this fall. 
That projection is based on 
the assumption that there 
will not be an early frost. 

Certainly the new corn 
price has reflected the 
feeling of many dealers that 
corn will be in ample supply 
this coming fall. 

At the Corn Information 
meeting recently held in 
Trenton, Jim Shultz, of the 
UCO Grain Division, pre- 
sented a number of market 
projections for the coming 
year’s corn crop. Many of 
these projections tend to 
indicate that the corn 
market will be under pres- 
sure through the fall and 
early winter period at least 
apd, therefore, prices may 
not strengthen much during 
that peri 

Some analysts indicate as 
well that the market could 
improve later in the year 
when the export situation 
becomes clearer. Growers 
with surplus corn will have 
to decide whether to market 
now or store if the facility is 
available. Elevator storage 
space may be available for 
some of the crop at least. If 
storage seems to be the 
answer, growers should 
keep in mind that high 
interest rates will add 
substantially to the cost of 
holding corn this year.

Milk production can be 
genetically improved 
through the use of highly 
proven sires. Bulls used to 
increase net income should 
be selected on their Produc- 


tion Dollar Index (PDI). In - 


theory the higher the bull 
ranks for PDI, the more he 
will improve net income. 
The PDI takes into account 
both milk and fat prices to 
come up with a dollar index. 
Therefore, a dairyman can 
easily rank the available 
sires on economic merit. 
The PDI listing can be 
obtained through your local 
agricultural representa- 
tive's office. 

Both milk and fat produc- 
tion can be improved 
rapidly because of their 
medium —heritabilities. A 
high amount of selection 
pressure will ensure rapid 
increases in production if 
the cattle are managed 
properly. The higher your 
minimum standard for a 
bull's production proof, the 
greater the selection pres- 
sure on that trait. Produc- 
tion should be the number 
one consideration in a 
commercial dairy breeding 
program.

First lactation milk yield 
is closely related to lifetime 
production. Unfortunately 
most of the desirable udder 
traits are negatively as- 
sociated ‘with first lactation 
yield, but positively related 
to lifetime production. Con- 
tinued selection for only 
milk production may result 
in the development of 
poorer udders, especially in 
high producing herds. The 
weakening of both the fore 
udder attachment and 
median suspensory liga 
ment will lead to a shorter 
life span. Try to produce a 
cow with a functionally 
sound udder, but remem- 
ber, production pays the 
bills. 

Feet and legs are another 
area to consider. If a cow 
has trouble walking, she 
will have a hard time 
competing at the feed bunk. 
if you have problems in this 
area, try to correct them. I 
would not recommend a 
great deal of emphasis on 
the other type areas (rump, 
body capacity, head and 
neck, etc.) unless serious 
faults develop. If time is 
spent improving other 
traits, your improvement in 
milk production will be 
slower. Keep your dairy 
selection program simple. 
Only improve those _ traits 
which will lead to more net 
income, 


Increased Feed Efficiency

genetically increase milk

Public mee ting over housing ends in tragedy 


The public meeting held 
in Madoc last Thursday 
night, moved from the Town 
Hall to the Kiwanis Centre 
because the Town Hall was 
not big enough to hold the 
approximately 150-200 peo- 
ple in attendance, was 
adjourned abruptly. when 
Deputy*reeve Joe Ash suf- 
fered a heart attack and 
died before he arrived at 
Belleville General Hospital. 

Deputy-reeve Ash dir- 
ected the first question of 
the meeting at Craig Mc- 
Culloch, of Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corpora- 
tion (CMHC) in the abbre- 
viated meeting. He told the 
crowd that council was told 
by Mr. McCulloch that the 
program would continue 
with or without the consent 
of council but that CMHC 
would like to work with 
council's consent. Council 
eventually gave their con- 
sent for, the program to 
come to Madoc but they 
understood that a public 
meeting was to be held and 

_thar the program was to be 
publicly advertised by 
CMHC, which was never 
done. Deputy-reeve Ash 
was upset by the fact that 
council could not get a 
public meeting through 
CMHC but that the federal 
member of parliament, Bill 
Vankoughnet, could have a 
meeting arranged within 24 
hours of the request by 
ratepayers. He felt this 
showed a contempt and 
disregard for municipal 
council. 

Craig McCulloch defend- 
ed his position of no public 
meeting by saying that two 
different kinds of public 
meetings were being talked 
about. He felt council 

wanted a public meeting to 
‘ advertise the program 
which he felt would result in 
40-50 applicants to the 
program when 40-45 would 
be disappointed because 
_ only five houses would be 
allocated. He also told the 
assemblage that the usual 
criteria for introducing the 
program to Madoc was not 
followed in this case be- 
cause the program was late 
in’ starting and enough 
applicants had been ob- 
tained to more than satisfy 
the needs of the program. 

One of Mr. McCulloch's 
‘statements that ‘‘...he 
didn’t equate a private 
verbal request with a 
written request by council’’ 
raised the irg of Councillor 
Terry Pigden substan- 
tiated a re t both by 
council in written form to 
Reg Asselstine, the field 
worker for CMHC, and by 
Mr. Vankoughnet, who 
made the request verbally 
of Mr. McCulloch. This 
brought an admission fro 
Mr. McCulloch that there 


could have been a misun- 
derstanding about the re- 
quests due to the fact that 


CMHC already had more ! 


applications that they could 
handle at the time.

Madoc Housing Society and 
the moratorium on all water 
and sanitary sewer con- 
struction, except for the 
well, for a period of two 
years, was part of a two 
pronged motion put forth by 
Councillor Pigden in last 
month's meeting but, while 
the first part of the motion 


was rescinded (council will 
not pay $8,000 to buy the 
pipe). the last part of the 
sive was discarded al- 
though the original motion 
had to be used in the council 
minutes, which resulted in 
the confusion, 
We regret any inconveni- 
ence this mistake may have 
caused, 


if they cost between $50,000 
and $35,000, were modest 
but of decent standard and 
should not require extensive 
repairs. He said the clients 
would be assisting in the 
selection, renovations and 
repairs of the houses. 
McCulloch said the pro- 
gram *was based on the 
clients’ ability-to pay with 
the payments being 25 per 
cent of their gross income.

He 
told the assemblage chat 
eleven families had applied 
for the program and that six 
of those families would not 
be satisfied. Of the original 
five applicants, at least two 
would not be in the five 
houses approved for Madoc, 
due to the greater needs of 
other families. 

The word approved was 
also explained by McCul 
loch. The ratepayers were 
under the: impression that 
five families had been 
approved for the five 
houses. Mr. McCulloch told 
the ratepayers that in this 
case “‘approved’’ was not 
quite the same as approved 
In CMHC jargon, ‘“‘ap 
proved’ «means that the 
applicants have met all 
CMHC requirements and 
that they are now cligible 
for one of the five houses 
although the exact five 
applicants have not yet been 
chosen. 

McCulloch alsd told the 
crowd that not all existing 
housing had been exhaust- 
ed in Madoc at this tirne and 
that no new housing would

Good management includes 


ewe synchronization 


Good management is’ the 
key to getting the most out 
of sheep and this includes 
synchronization of ewes, 
says Bill Gardhouse, Ontar- 
io Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food sheep specialist at 
Newmarket. 

Timing and duration of 
the lambing period makes 
the difference between pro- 
fit and loss. With natural 
breeding. the lambing peri- 
‘od can stretch from six to 
eight weeks making it 
impossible for a producer to 
be in the barn during the 
entire lambing. 

A well-planned- synchro- 


nization program can result ~ 


in several ewes lambing 
within a three- to four-day 


period, says Mr. Gard- 


house. 

A producer can then: 
schedule time to be around 
the barn to oversee lambing 
and care for newborn 
lambs. 

“Being around the barn 
to save as many lambs as 
possible is the start to 
making money with sheep," 


required. Sponges may be 
available next year from 
regular farm supply outlets, 
says Mr. Gardhouse. 
Synchronization puts a 
greater strain on a ram or 


" Yams at one time so some 


breeders have started ex- 
perimenting with artificial 
insemination, says Mr. 
Gardhouse’ 

Synchronization also 
yields benefits other than 
lambing convenience for the 
producer. It results in a 
more efficient feeding sche- 
dule, a more uniform lamb 
crop, a higher lambing 
average, earlier first lamb- 
ing and it’s a step towards 
getting three lamb crops in 
two years. 

An earlier age of first 
lambing means a producer 
can synchronize seven- to 
nine-month old ewes and be 
sure they will come into

heat their first fall. Only 
about 25 per cent come into 
heat naturally at this age. 

Spring cycling is also 
possible. Ewes normally 
only cycle inféthe fall but 
synchronization can stimu- 
late an ewe so she will cycle 
in the spring and lamb in 
the fall. Fall lambs are 
money-maker lambs, says 
Mr. Gardhouse. They're 
ready for market between 
Christmas and Easter when 
demand is high and supply 
is low. 

Despite. the advantages, 
warns Mr. Gardhouse, syn- 
chronization i6 not some- 
thing a beginning sheep 
producer should jump into - 
it takes~a lot of planning. 

“Any person who is just 
beginning with sheep 
should really lamb them out 
under natural conditions for 
at least two years ,"’ he says.

- OCA asks for relief extension 


Based upon a _ recom: 
mendation from the Cow- 
Calf Committee, the Board 
of Directors of the Ontario 
Cattlemen's Association 
will ask the Provincial 
Government to extend ‘the 
emergency relief programs 


‘to cover cow calf producers. 


In late June, Lorne Hender-. 
son, Minister of Agriculture 
and Food and Frank Miller, 
Provincial Treasurer an- 
nounced emergency assis- 
tance of $40 per head on 
slaughter steers and heifers 
marketed in 1980. In mid 
July, the emergency assis- 
tance was extended to 
provide $20 per head to 
producers who sold stocker 
cattle in 1980 ahd who had 
earlier purchased the calves 
and fed them for at least 150 
days. 

The specific request 
being made by the Board of 
Directors is in two parts - 1) 
that the emergency assis- 
tance of $20 per head on 
stocker cattle sold in 1980 
be extended to producers 
who raised the calves from 
birth and 2) that emergency 
assistance of $80 per cow 
owned in 1980 also be 
extended. 

Cow calf producers on the 
Board of Directors pointed 
out that weaned calf prices 
dropped by approximately

Solar heated house opens in Peterborough

Once upon atime keeping 
up with the Joneses meant 
buying the biggest house 
and car one could afford but 
nowadays things are 
changed. Home handymen 
and women aren't bragging 
about their big fancy bar 
with restaurant mirror. 
They're telling you what 
they have done to reduce 
the energy consumption of 
the homes and cars. 

Even Ontario Hydro has 
changed its tune. Last week 
the utility, along with the 
Easymanor I:d. and the 
Peterborough Public 
Utilities Commission got 
together to show off a brand 
new model-home. It’s not a 
big home although it is 
certainly spacious enough 
for an average family. What 
is? different about this 
building on Parkhill in 
‘Peterborough is that it is 
designed to heat itself. 

kt is what is known as a 
passive solar house. kt is 
heated by the sun but it has 
none of the expensive and 
often complicated solar 
collectors. Instead the e¢n- 
tire building is designed, 
built and situated on the lot 
as if ic was a solar collector. 

This is accomplished by 


ie 


Super insulating the house _ 


from top to bottom. There is 
three inches of insulation 
around the concrete block 
basement. The walls are 
insulated to an R30 rating 
by using insulation-backed 
siding. two. inches of foam 
insulation, six inches of 
fibre glass between the wall 
studs, a vapor barrier, a 
two-inch air ‘space and foil 
back drywall on the inside. 
For readers who haven't yet 
gotten involved in’ energy 
conservation in their homes, 
the walls are basically much 
thicker and contain at least 
twice as much insulation as 
an average home. 

The cé¢iling, too, is 
extremely beefed up for 
heat retention but bad for 
at R48, made up of three 
layers of drywall, reflective 
foil, six inches of cellulos 


insulation and foam on the 


roof itself. 

All that insulation means 
other changes have to be 
made from a normal house. 
The vapor barriers and the 
insulation make the house? 
almost airtight. Good for 
heat retention but bad for 
doing things like breathing. 
Most houses leak so badly 
that this is not a problem. 
To get around a lack of fresh 
air without venting heat, to 


the outside Easymanor has 
turned to a device known as 
a heat exchanger. 

This device sucks in fresh 
air and passes it though six 
hundred feet of plastic 
membrane while exhausting 
stale _warm air through 
adjoining channels. In the 
process the cold outside air 
is warmed as it enters to 
the house and warm air is 
cooled. According to the 
manufacturer, ADW of 
Toronto, the $1,000 unit is 
90 per cent effective in other 
words only ten per cent of 
the heat in the house leaves 
with the air. 

The heat exchanger, is 
what makes the house work 
and Ontario Hydro and 
Easymanor Id will be 
monitoring it very carefully 
this winter. 

Although the house will 
rely on the sun for most of 
its heat, it also is equipped 


‘ with auxiliary heating in the 
form of a very small ten 


kilowatt electric furnace and 
a fireplace. It is equipped 
with a separate meter on the 
furnace to record just how 
much power the house 
requires for heating. The 
designers say that the 
electricity should be no 
mote than $0 per cent of 


what a conventional electri- 
cally heated home would 
require. According to Bob 
Webb of the Peterborough 
PUC, that could mean a 
saving of about $300 a year 
at 1981 prices and, of course 
as the cost of energy rises, 
so will the dollar value of 
the savings. 

The big question of 
course is the cost of the 
house, if all this fancy 
insulation and hardware 
makes the building out of 
reach for average people it 
will not make any impact on 
the energy scene. The 
house, according to Easy- 
manor Lid., will retail for 
$93,000, but this home has a 
number of extras like 
landscaping etc. that if 
eliminated woud bring it 
down to $89,000. Of that 
total figure the energy 
saving systems represent 
about $7,000. So what we 
have is a house that costs 
about $7,000 more than a 
conventional building. 

However, the energy 
savings mean that in about 
five to seven years the 


difference is paid for by the 
reduced heating cost. So 


actually, over the lifetime of 
the house, it is several 
thousands dollars cheaper 
than a conventional home. 

Further, Easymanor says 
that because this house is a 
showpiece they spared no 
expense buying the top 
grade of everything. In the 
future as they learn about 
how to build solar homes, 
they will be able to begin to 
bring down the cost, hope- 
fully to a point where there 
will be no advantage cost 
wise to build a house any 
other way. 

John MacDonald, Presi- 
dent of Easymanor told the 
press the representatives of 
the PUC, real estate and 
the City of Peterborough at 
a luncheon last week that he 
believes that in four or five 
years there will be no big 
deal about building a solar 
home; rather we will come 
to expect it as normal 
practice. He said his com 
pany welcomed the oppor: 
tunity to get in on the 
ground floor of the future. 

So why is Ontario Hydro 
ifterested in homes such as 
this one? Won't widespread 
building and retro-fitting of 


tech 


this 
nology mean less business 


conservation 


for them? Paul Borosoco, 
head of Marketing for 
Hydro's Central Region, 


says Hydro wants to demon 
strate its interest in alter 
nate forms of energy and it 
wants to learn what the 
impact of those technologies 
will have on. use of 
electricity. As the science of 
doing more with less 
spreads through out society, 
the changes in how we 
perceive what growth is will 
be tremendous. This project 
in Peterborough is only the 
first of seven Ontario 
Hydro-s ponsored projects in 
Ontario. Should the? work 
out in practice. as their 
designers maintain they 
will, it will mean savings of 
millions on the cost of 
energy and we might begin 


to view the question of 
growth from. an inverse 
perspective. Rather than 


looking at how much energy 
we use, we will be taking 
pride in how much we have 
done with so little energy.

Birds on the move

On a calm clear night in 
September, find yourself a 
quiet place and step outside 
and listen. At first you may 
hear nothing but the cric- 
kets, but if you are lucky, 
you may hear a progression 
of faint chirps and twitters 
from far above. Those “are 
the true sounds of autumn, 
for they mark the southward 
migration of the millions of 
songbirds reared in Ontar- 
io’s forests and marshes. 

Of the 200 or so species of 
birds that nest in Ontario, 
about 90 per cent migrate to 
some extent. Some, like the 
goldfinches, tree sparrows, 
and meadowlarks, travel 
only a few hundred miles 
southwards. Many, like the 
while-throated sparrows 
and red-wing blackbirds, 
spend their winters along 
the Gulf of Mexico, A few 
are long-distance $pecial- 
ists, such as the chattering 
bob-o-links who leave our 
summer fields to travel 
8.000 km to northern 
Argentina. Barn swallows, 
nighthawks, and many 
thrushes and vireos. spend 
their winters south of the 
Equator. 

Most of the insect-eaters - 
the warblers, vireos, tana- 
gers, orioles, and sparrows - 
migrate by night. Studies of 
nocturnal migration began 
by noting their patterns 
silhouetted against the 
moon with a telescope. 
More recent work uses the 


advanced technology of 
radar, While these small 
songbirds seem to migrate 
alone, or in very loose 
groups, they keep in contact 
by a constant chatter of 
calls. Their migration be- 
gins at dark, peaking 
between 10 p.m. and | a.m. 


* An average night's travel 


for a songbird is several 
hundred kilometres, s0 
when dawn approaches 
their first demand is food. 
Migrating songbirds in the 
fall are usually secretive in 
the daylight hours, shel- 
tered in a wooded valley or 
cedar swamp. In my experi- 
ence, the best way to find 


fall migrants is to listen for _ 


the chickadees, since small 
birds of many species seem 
to like daytime company at 
this time of year. A few 
gentle ‘‘swishes"’ will bring 
the chickadees closer, and 
with them might be two or 
three kinds of wood war- 
blers, a vireo, and a kinglet 
or two. 

Bird-watching in fall mi- 
gration is so much of a 
challenge that even Roger 
Tory Peterson, the re- 
nowned birder and artist, 
was moved to title one of his 
identification pages ‘‘con- 
fusing fall warblers’’. But 
while their colors are more 
subdued than their spring 
brilliance, the songbirds of 
autumn are an entertaining 
diversion from the thoughts 
of coming winter.

Farmers should check. 


now to make sure they have - 


enough manure storage 
capacity for the upcoming 
winter, says Jim Weeden, 
Ontario Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Food extension 
engineer. 

Fali is the best time to 
expand manure storage 
facilities because the 
ground is dry for construc- 
tion and the farmer knows if 
he had a spill problem last 
spring. 

The Agricultural Code of 
Practice recommends a 
minimum of /six months 
storage, buy Mr. Weeden 
says 200 Adays is more 


acceptable for many.parts of 
Ontario, and cight months 
is even better. 

An early fall combined 
with a late spring or 
equipment breakdown can 
make a six-month storage 
capacity inadequate, he 
says. You have to think 
about emergencies. 

Last spring, the Ontario 
Ministry of the Environ- 
ment investigated three 
spills in Wellington County 
alone, he says. Farmers are 
liable for clean-ip and fines 
when contaminating spills 
occur. 

‘‘It's a farmer's re- 
sponsibility to ensure he 


Blight hit tomatoes 


Septoria blight hit toma- 
toes hard this summer, and 
gardeners should take pre- 
cautions now to stop the 
spread of this disease, says 
Rick Wukasch of the Pest 
Diagnostic and Advisory 
Clinic, University of 
Guelph. 


"We've had more inqui- 
ries about septogja blight 
than any othe vegetable 
problem this summer. Two 
or three days of wet weather 
are just perfect for starting 
the disease and we've had- 
lots of these periods."’ he 
Says. 
The fungus disease, also 
called septoria leaf spot, 
starts on the bottom leaves 


"of a tomato plant in the form 


of small, dark-brown spots 
with sunken, gray centers. 
ads the disease to 


keted as Foligard, he says. 
It holds back spread of the 
disease, and is applied in 
anticipation of a long wet 
period. 

“if you have infected 
vines this year, throw them 
in the garbage,’ says Mr. 
Wukasch. “‘Don’t compost 
them or work them into the 
soil because spores can 
survive three years in the 
soil.”’ 

He also recommends that 
gardeners inspect all plants 
carefully before buying, and 
use sterilized flats and 
pasteurized soil for starting 
plants. Also, choose tomato 
varities with less dense 
foliage, don’t use sprinklers 
for watering, don't water at 
night, and don't work 
among the plants when they 
are wet or you Il spread the 
disease yourself. 


The best way to water is a” 


trickle system which .sup- 
plies the plants with water 
without getting the foliage 


wet, says Mr. Wukasch.

does not discharge a con- 
taminant into the environ- 
ment,”’ says Mr. Weeden. 

‘Everybody is concerned 
about maintaining the en- 


vironment,’’ he says. ‘‘It 
doesn't take many incidents 
before ptople start com- 
plaining. Pollution control is 
not something you have a 
choice about.”’ 

It. also makes good 
economic sense to manage 
manure properly, he says. 
Longer storage capacity 
gives a farmer more flexi- 
bility when using manure 
for fertilizer - it lets him get 
full value from his manure. 

Anyone wanting help 
assessing storage capacity, 
or designing a system to 
meet new manure demands, 
should contact their local 
agricultural office.

to plant lawn 


Now is an excellent time 
to plant a new lawn or to 
rebuild a worn out lawn, 
says Bob Fleming, horticul- 
turist, Horticultural Re- 
search Institute, of Ontario, 
Vineland. ; 


‘Turf grasses have a new 
lease on life when cooler fall 
weather arrives,’ he says.

* Save energy by replacing fossil 
fuel based chemical fertilizers 
with fertilizer from your own 
compost heap. Many gardeners 
feel that organic fertilizer does a 
superior job of fertilizing and 
conditioning the soil. As kitchen 
and garden wastes move from 
the garbage can to the compost 
heap the energy costs of trans- 
porting and disposing of the gar- 
bage are also reduced. 


The reason for gardening of- 
ten given by home gardeners is 
recreation, but no one denies the 
dollar savings to be made nor the 
joy of eating fresh, nutritious 
home-grown food. Whatever 
your reason, growing “‘your 
own’’ can also be an energy sav- 
ing way to acquire your fruits 
and vegetables. 

However, the amount of ener- 
gy you save varies directly with 
how you garden. If your garden- 
ing habits entail a-car trip of sev- 
eral miles to get to your plot, 
heavy dependence on your roto- 
tiller and extensive use of oil- 
based fertilizers and pesticides, 
you may not be saving energy (or 
money, for that matter) by grow- 
ing your own food. If this is how 
you garden, consider for a 
moment the energy and moncy 
you*can save on this year's gar- 
den by making a few changes: 

* A backyard garden is, of 
course, preferable but if you do 
have to drive to your garden, be 
efficient ‘and save on gasoline 
{and your time) by making only 
the trips that dre necessary to 
maintain the garden.

Is 
wood heat still a viable option? 
Like any heating fuel, wood has 
its advantages and its disadvan- 

. 


Renewable Fuel 
At its best, wood heating can 
be economical, reliable, and 


comfortable: If forests are well- 
managed, wood is a renewabie 
fuel. Harvesting fuel wood in the 
right manner can also improve 
the quality of a woodlot, or 
forest. Money spent on fuelwood 
stays within the local economy. 

There can also be personal 
benefits such as exercise, fresh 


At its worst, unless a reason- 
ably priced source of firewood is 
available, wood heating can be as 
expensive as heating with oil or 
electricity. Wood, cut with a 
chainsaw, and transported long 
distances, many also have a high 
energy cost. Harvesting wood 
can also be very dangerous, even 


for the experienced. 
Wood heating could cause 
some environmental pollution in 


heavily populated areas. Wood 
heating, unless careful installa- 
tion standards and maintenance 
procedures are followed, can 
pose a fire hazard. 


Before you Buy 

if after weighing the pros and 
cons, you've decided that wood 
heat is suitable for all or part of 
your heating needs, you must 


sider when choosing and instal- 
ling a wood stove or furnace: 
* Do you have access to a reli- 
abie source of wood at « reason- 
able price? 
* is your home suitable for heat- 
ing with wood? Will you, for 
example, have-to install a chim- 
ney? If this is the case, a building 
permit may be necessary. 
* Have you determined whether 
a wood stove or furnace is best 
for your needs? A fireplace, 
pleasant as it may be, is mot an 
efficient way to-produce heat. In 
fact, because cold outside air is 
drawn into replace warm room 
air that is sucked up the chimney, 
a fireplace contributes little or no 
heat to a room. 
* 1 the heater you're consider- 
ing well made and airtight? 
* Have you considered all 
aspects of the heating system? 
This includes not only the heater 
but also the stove pipe, chimney, 
floor and wall protection as well 
as any modifications that may be 
required. Look for the Canadian 
Standards Association or . the 
Underwriters’ Laboratory of 
Canada stamp of approval. 
* For safe, efficient, wood heat- 
ing, correct installation proce- 
dure is essential. The Canadian 
Heating, Ventilating and Air 
Conditioning Code sets out spe- 
cific guidelines for installing all 
types of wood heaters. 
e Your insurance agent must be 
notified if you install a wood 
heater. Since insurance pre- 
miums for wood heated homes 
can vary, you may want to do 
some comparative shopping. 
© There are a'growing number of 
books on wood heat that can be 
helpful to the new buyer. Talking 
to reliable dealers and the owners 
of wood heaters is also a good 
idea. ——___

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Energy to run the refrigerator, 
the stove, the blender and kettle, 
the electric frypan, toaster, pop- 
corn maker and bun warmer . . . 
We often forget to add the cost 
of the energy we use in preparing 
our food to the weekly food bill. 
¥et a full 30% of the energy re- 


quired to support our food sys- . 


tem is consumed in the home. 
Much of that energy is wasted. 
Each time the oven door is open- 
ed, for example, 20% of the heat 
is lost. If you forget to thaw the 
Sunday roast before putting it in 
the oven cooking time increases 
by 1'/2 — adding to the energy 
and dollar cost of the roast. 

Many of the causes of the kit- 
chen’s high energy bill can be eli- 
minated by simply following 
common sense. Using hot water 
wisely, opening the oven door 
only when necessary and closing 

_eitequickly (ditto for the refrigera- 
tor door}, can do a lot to reduce 
a soaring energy bill. 

However, following the energy 
saving method is not always so 
straightforward. Do you know, 
for instance, which uses less 
energy? The oven? The stove? 
The fry-pan? Or what-about a 
slow cooker? Or a microwave 
oven? 4 


The answer depends on such 
considerations as length of cook- 
ing, quantity of food, as well as 
the energy efficiency of the vari- 
ous appliances. For example: 
© The oven is the most energy 
wasteful way to cook. This is be- 
cause not only the food but the 
entire oven cavity must be heat- 
ed. There is also substantial heat 
loss through, the walls and door. 
if you do use the oven, then 
make good use of the heat by 
cooking a ‘“‘total’’. oven meal. 
When possible, adapt foods usu- 
ally cooked in the oven to the top 
of the stove. 
© An electric,frypan, when it is 
full, uses less electricity than 
cooking the same quantity on the 
stove. But when cooking small 
quantities, much of the area is 
unused and the electric frypan 
wastes energy. Cooking two pork 
chops in an electric frypan con- 
sumes 60% more electricity than 
would cooking them on the small 
clement of the stove. 
© A microwave oven uses less en- 
ergy than a conventional oven. 
However, when cooking times 
are similar (usually for a large 
quantity of food), the surface 
element on the stove uses less-en- 
ergy than the microwave oyen. 
© Anelectric kettle uses 30% less 
energy to boil water than does a 
pot on the stove. In both cases, 
the larger the amount of water, 
the more energy is required to 
reach boiling point. 

Your cooking methods are de- 
termined, to some extent, by the 
kinds of food you choose to 
cook. But whichever method you

use, you have the option of cook- 
ing in an energy-saving (Or wast- 
ing} manner. 

The following tips can help 
you further trim your energy bill. 


Top of the Stove 

1. Use the highest heat setting to 
reach the desired temperature 
and then turn to the lowest set- 
ting that will maintain that tem- 
perature. (Using the higher set- 
ting won't cook food any faster 
but it will use more energy.) 

2. A pressure cooker saves time 
and energy. Use it for stews, 
soups, pot roasts and almost all 
your vegetables. 

3. Stir-frying (cutting, food in 
bite-size pieces and cooking 
quickly over high heat) is a very 
energy efficient cooking method. 
4. Leave the lid on for faster 
heating. 

§. Use the minimum amount of 
water possible. The larger the 
quantity, the longer it takes to 
heat up. 

6. Over-cooking not only wastes 
energy but destroys vitamins and 
flavour as well. 

7. Turn the heat off a few min- 
utes before the end of cooking. 
Food will continue to cook with 
stored heat. 


The Oven 
Make the most of all that heat- 
ed space in the oven: 
— Cook an oven meal. (A pot 
roast and apple crisp baked. to- 
gether use about 15% less energy 
than if baked separately.) When 
cooking . several, foods at once, 
place meat and)vegetable dishes 
on the bottom rack, desserts and 
baked goods on top. Put food re- 
quiring more frequent attention 
(or food that is to be removed 
first) at the front. 
— Use heat absorbing glass, col- 
oured porcelain or dark coloured 
bakeware. These will enable you 
to reduce your’ oven heat by 
10°C. ; 
— Whether the food you are 
cooking requires a short or long 
period of baking, pre-heating the 
oven is not necessary. You can 
reduce the energy used to bake 
such foods as muffins and cook; 
ies by $0% if you eliminate the 
pre-heating stage. Exceptions are 
some ovens in which the broiler 
element comes on during the pre- 
heating cycle. In such cases, the 
top crust of bake goods may be 
burned if the preheating cycle is 
eliminated.

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Herd can be improved

The value of a beef calf 
sold by the cow-calf produ- 
cer has increased substan- 
tially over the past years. 
Producers are now aware of 
the importance of selling 
each pound of beef at the 
highest possible price while 
keeping the cost of produ- 
cing beef at a minimum. 

There are many different 
practices that can accom- 
plish these results, and it is 
up to each producer to use 
his management ability to 
select the ones that will 


maximize his profit 
Crossbreeding is a prac 


tice that has gained wide 
acceptance in the commer- 
cial cow herds. Breeders are 
utilizing the hybrid vigor 
that results from cross- 
breeding to improve the 


weaning weights of their, 


calves. Replacement heifers 
from. this program often 
combine the best maternal 
merits from each breed. 

Bull selection is responsi- 
ble for half the genetic 
potential of every calf. A 
few extra dollars paid for a 
bull that is very strong in 
conformation and has pro- 
yen ‘ability to gain can 
reward the purchaser with 
top quality calves. 

Herd health is a must for 
optimum efficiency. This 
involves adequate vaccina- 
tion programs, parasite 
control, and pregnancy test: 
ing te ensure that no cows 
are kept as freeloaders. 
Proper castration and de- 


a 


horning of calves increases 
their value at selling time. A 
short, well-controlled 
breeding period can lead to 
more desirable groups of 
calves for sale. Your veteri- 
farian can outline a yearly 
schedule to follow for best 
results. 

Cow culling and replace- 
ment with heifers can 
eliminate low producers and 
allow you to improve your 
cow herd. Base your deci 
sion on production informa- 
tion as well as visual 
appraisal. This might in- 
volve evaluating cach cow 
on the basis of the adjusted 
weaning weights of its 
calves 

Feeding is of utmost 
importance in all aspects of 
the system. Nursiig cows 
on an increasing plane of 
nutrition ensures good heat 
periods and breeding, and 
adequate milk for nursing 
calves. Creep feed for 
calves should be considered 
if it is economically feasible. 
it usually takes about 8 to 10 
pounds of creep feed to get 
an extra pound of weaning 
weight, so ‘careful budget- 
ing should be done before 
getting involved in creep 
feeding. Important minerals 
are often neglected in 
cow-calf herds. 


Ralgro is a growth promo- 
tant that can be implanted 
in the ear of calves. It has 
been shown to improve rate 
of gain by 8 per cent and 
increase feed efficiency 
slightly. This response is 
shown on calves nursing on 
pasture so the cost of the 
implant is easily re “covered 
in the value of increased 
gains. 

Selling your calves is an 
area where money is cither 
made or lost. There are 
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many methods pf getting 
buyers and sellers together, 
and producers should consi- 


der all the different options 
available to them. Market- 
ing sizable groups of uni- 
form calves at a special 
stocker sale is one highly 
desirable way to. sell, 
although other methods 


may prove just as desirable 
in certain circumstances. 
Cow-calf producers have 
many opportunities for im- 
provements available to 
them, and the potential to 
translate top management 
into additional profit is one 
of the main reasons why 
cow-calf producers are opti 
mistic for the future. 


Vinegar’s versatile 


One product that every 
household should always 
have on hand is white 
vinegar, say home econo- 
mists with the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food. 

Vinegar plays an impor- 
tant role in food preparation 
and preservation, but some 
of its household uses are 
equally valuable but per- 
haps less well-known. For 
example, vinegar is great 
for removing household 
odors. Boil vinegar on the 
stove while ceoking strong- 


~ smelling vegetables or other 


foods, And you might try 
setting out bowls of vinegar 
to absorb smoke odors when 
entertaining. 

Home decorators will find 
that their hardened paint 
brushes will soften and 
clean more easily if boiled in 
vinegar. Old decals can be 
removed by wetting them 
‘with vinegar using. a brush 
or sponge. Let the vinegar 
soak in for a few minutes, 
then was the decals off. If 
the vinegar is heated first, it 
will work faster. 

To remove lime deposits 
from tea-kettles, fill 
kettle with equal parts of 
vinegar and water. Bring to 
a boil then stand for several 
hours, preferably overnight. 
Rinse with clear water. 

At the same time you

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might clean out your steam 
iron. Fill the iron with a 
solution that is one part 
Vinegar and three parts 
water. Let the iron steam, 
then rinse with clear water. 

A pressing cloth dam- 
pened with vinegar will 
work wonders with your 
wardrobe. Use it to press 
wool trousers.to remove the 
shine caused by much wear. 
Use it also to set sharp 
creases and pleats even in 
hard-to-press fabrics such 
as polyester doubleknit. 
This treatment works well 
also to remove the creases 
left by let-out seams and 
hems. 

For personal grooming, 
white vinegar can be used to 
remove fruit stains from 
your hands.

With the exception of 
gree peppers, leeks and 
onions, all freezable vege- 
tables need blanching to 
retain tenderness and 
quality. , 
Blanching should just kill 
the natural enzymes, not 
cook the vegetables. With- 
out this brief bath in boiling 
water or steam, the ripening 
process caused by enzymes 
continues, even at sub-zero 
temperatures. Blanching 


also helps remove residue 
from chemical sprays and 
destroys.most bacteria 
missed when the vegetables 
were scrubbed. 

Correct timing is im- 
portant. Start counting as 
soon as the vegetables hit 
the rapidly boiling water. 
They'll be over-blanched if 
you wait until the water 
returns to the boil. That 
means a loss in crispness, 
color, flavor, and nutrients. 
Too short a blanching time 
destroys color and some 
vitamins. Off-flavors or a 
‘“*hay-like’’ odor may deve- 
lop.

White Corn Disease - What 
appears to be a bumper corn 
crop in the area is being 
affected by a mysterious 
ailment referred to as 
‘White Corn’ by a number 
of producers.

A fund of $200,000 has 
been allocated by the 
Ontario Ministries of the 
Environment and Energy to 
help companies or indivi- 
duals with workable ideas 
on the conversion of /gar- 
bage to energy, using the 
facilities or products of 
Environment Ontario's Ex- 
perimental Plant for Re- 
source, Recovery in Downs- 
view. 

The experimental plant 
was built to explore oppor- 
tunities for the development 
of new technology in the 
area of material and energy 
recovery from waste. Cur- 
rently, materials that can be 
recycled are extracted from 


the waste. The remaining 
waste is processed and 
divided into paper and 


plastic components and 
heavier waste which also

has energy value. 

Proposals for funding 
should be based on use of 
this processed waste or on 
the installation of additional 
facilities within the plant to 
improve the efficiency of the 
energy and material recov- 
ery from waste. 

The first such proposal 
funded by the government 
is at the Brampton Brick 
Plant. Brampton Brick will 
use the paper and plastic 
components of fhe pro- 
cessed waste (refuse- 
derived fuel) for the firing of 
bricks. 

The scheme calls for the 
waste to be incorporated in 
the unfired bricks. During 
the firing cycle, the combus- 
tion point is reached, and 
the paper and plastic 
components provide an in- 
ternal source of energy, 


thus reducing the amount of 
purchased energy needed in 
the kiln. 

Bramptan Brick has been 
allotted $25,000 for the 
initial part of its proposal. 

All proposals will be 
screened first by the Ontar- 
io Research: Foundation in 
Mississauga. All feasible 
ideas will be forwarded to 
government technical staff 
from both ministries for a 
final decision on funding.

According to marketing 
specialists at the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food, cole crops is a 
common name for vegeta- 
bles from the crucifer 
family. The major cole crops 
grown in Ontario are cab- 
bage, cauliflower, Brussels 
sprouts and broccoli. Cab- 
bage and cauliflower are the 
most important cole crops, 
with a combined total 
marketed production of 
more than 160 million 


Cole crops are grown 
virtually all over the pro- 
yince.. For cabbage and 
cauliflower, the main grow- 
ing areas are in southern 
Ontario, particularly in Ha- 
milton-Wentworth and Hal- 
dimand-Norfolk. During 
September and October, 
broccoli, cabbage and cauli- 
“flower are generally in their 
greatest supply. Brussels 
sprouts are most plentiful in 


October and November. The 
abailability of cole crops is 
influenced by the particular 
crop, the growing area and 
the planting time which is 
staggered throughout the 
season. Broccoli is available 
until late October. Brussels 
sprouts and cauliflower are 
available until early Novem- 
ber.

Wilderness threatened 


' By Ron Reid - Federation 
of Ontario Naturalists 


This past summer | was 
twice treated to the canoe- 
ing pleasures of the Lady 
Evelyn River, in the Tema- 
gami area of north-eastern 
Ontario. This is the land of 
pines - giant red and white 
pines still shading some of 
the portage trails, and the 
bedraggled jack pines lean- 
ing out over the water. kt is 
also the land of hills, 
containing both Maple 
Mountain and Ishpitina 
Ridge, the two highest 
points in Ontario. 

The Ministry of Natural 
Resources’ has proposed 
that 289 square miles of this 
rugged country should be 
set aside as a wilderness 
park, to represent the 
ecological heritage of north- 
eastern Ontario in perpetui-. 
ty. To the thousands of 
canocists who probe the 
lakes of Temagami every 
year, the idea is appealing. 
But to the lumber industries 
in the local area, and to 
many of the residents who 
are employed by them, the 
wilderness idea is little 
short of appalling.

At the moment, the 
loggers seem to have the 
upper hand. Even though 
the Lady Evelyn River itself 
is classed as a Wild River 
Park, it is crossed in two 
places by logging roads, 
and clearcuts ring the 
narrow “ribbon of parkland 
in many areas. The days of 
selective removal of the 
large pines with horses and 
river drives are lorig gone. 
Now timber skidders criss- 
cross the clearcuts, and the 
roar of logging trucks 


echoes through many a 
quiet campsite. 
MNR is attempting to 


resolve the future of the 
area through a cost-benefit 
study, which would hopeful- 
ly take into account the fact 
that only one-thirtieth of the 
wood supply for the neigh- 
boring Elk Lake mill is 
predicted to come from the 
park. Groups such as the 
Alliance for the Lady Evelyn 
Wilderness continue to 
push for protection of the 
park area and to educate 
local residents and visitors 
on its value. 

Lady Evelyn has many 
attractions as a potential 
park - few conflicts with 
cottages or lodges, little 
potential for mines or hydro 
power generation, and-roll- 
ing terrain well suited for 
wilderness recreation. But 
for many years it will have 
to be ‘‘wilderness with a 
smail W"’, until the scars of 
modern logging can be 
healed.. In spite of thig 
drawback, Lady Evelyn 
represents the best poten- 
tial for new parkland in this 
corner of the province. 
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vation must be given more 
attention in research and an 
increase in the size of farms 
with resulting fewer farms 
is not necessarily the trend 
of the future: 

Most agricultural organi- 
tations are dedicated to 
preserving the family farm 
and rural communities to 
maintain and increase self- 
sufficiency. Optimizing food 
production - the big getting 
bigger and the small getting 
out - is not compatible with 
preserving the family farm. 

So, agriculture in Canada 
can and should grow but not 
to the detriment of the land 
itself. 

I am too young to 
remember it, but the stories 
of the Dirty Thirties and the 
dustbewls of that day are 
enough to remind all-of us 
that over-production is a 
sin. Only leadership and 
national goals can p&rvent 
the same thing happening 
as more and more people go 
hungry in the world. 

It is a dilemma _ that 
cannot be solved in a few 
lines of type. It will take the 
best brains in this country to 
solve the many problems 
facing farmers. 

Unfortunately, farmers 
are too busy making interest 
payments to address this 
awesome question.

Wool dyeing was the 
most intriguing for myself 
personally. Ik came as a 
total surprise to learn that 
the type of container used 
would change the hue of the 
dye 

For example, an iron pot 
will yield a different shade 
of yellow than that from a 
copper one. One lady told us 
that as her daffodils came to 
the end of flowering. she 
then picked the petals. In 
this manner, she could 
again enjoy their beauty in a 
dyed wool product. 

it never ceases to amaze 
me, the ingenuity of our 
forbears. I have looked 
many times at the size and 
quantity of stones in some 
fence rows, all with man 


and horse power. Now once 
again am I reminded; bear 
in mind these people could 
not run out to the corner 
store for material and dye. 
They certainly must have 
tried everything at hand. 
For example: lichen was. 
and is still popular, daffodil 
petals, goldenrod, anything 
that would yield color. 
There are books available 
listing endless, proven ma- 
terials and the method of 
use. 

There is not too much I 
can say in a short article 
about spinning and -wea- 
ving, except that it is.really 
an art in itself and was well 
demonstrated. 

To my surprise I learned 
there’ are a 
methods for tanning. For 
instance baking soda is used 
in one dry method. And 
then of course the conven- 
tional with saltpeter etc. wet 
method. Once again books 
are available. 

Well, this is the weekend 
of Madoc fair and I am quite 
involved so will tie this 
article together, with some 
other thoughts \on sheep 
next week.

Paper Bag Blocks 

1. Lay a closed grocery 
bag flat on a table, fold to 
top over about cight inches 
and crease well.

Windbreaks 
available 


Farmers need watchdogs 
to stop ruthless thieves from 
stealing their valuable top- 
soil. 

Those watchdogs come in 
the form of trees to prevent 
winds from whipping across 
unprotected fields, stealing 
topsoil, and dumping it in 
heaps along fence rows and 
in ditches, says Chris 
Pharo, Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food soil 
conservation technician. 

Farmers interested in 
planting a windbreak can 
get trees at a minimal cost 
from the Ontario Ministry of 
Natural Resources. Each 
spring, the ministry makes 
trees available in their farm 
tree windbreak program. 

Farmers should contact 
the nearest ministry 
regional office now for order 
forms if they are planning a 
windbreak for next spring. 
says Mr. Pharo. Applica- 
tions should be completed 8 
to 12 months before the 
trees are needed. 

A minimum order of 100 
trees is required. An order 


. cost $10 plus 2.5 cents for 


each tree. Ministry per- 
sonnel review applications 
to determine the number of 
trees needed to construct 
the windbreak. 

Flat fields with sandy and 
organic soils are usually the 
type needing windbreaks, 
says Mr. Pharo. Two and 
three rows of trees are 
sometimes necessary to 
stop wind erosion. 

Trees such as white 
spruce, cedars, Scotch pines 
and the Carolina poplar 
make good windbreaks. 
Evergreens are best be- 
cause they offer year-round 
protection. 

Windbreaks are not only 
used for soil conservation, 
says Mr. Pharo. They can 
also increase crop yields, 
provide snow control, in- 
crease property value and 
protect buildings to reduce 
heating bills in the winter. 

For help planning a 
windbreak, or calculating 
the number of trees re- 
quired, contact the Ministry 
of Natural Resources fe 
gional office near you.
